| shattered our old world to bits, aná we. 
must begin to re-mould it now—nearer to 
the heart's desire if we can; but re- 
moulded, at any rate, it must be, and in 
some tolerable fashion. The British 
Empire's moral supremacy remains un- 
challenged, but it has purcha victory 
at the cost of much of its former security, 
There is no market in any part of the 
world where we shall not be confronted 
with the keenest competition. Already 
Germany's “peaceful penetration’ has 
becun in Russia; already the United 
States have gained enormous advantages 
in South America; already the illimitable 
resources and markets of China are in the 
tight grip oí Japan. Trade rivalry will 
not be the less inexorable because it will 
be waged between political and military 
Allies. We are heavily in America’s debt 
and the rates of exchange are tumbling 
against us. If Britain proposes to im- 
prove—or even to retain—her industrial 
prosperity, she must fight as hard and 
grimly in the arena of peace as she 
fought in France and the North Sea. She 
must settle down to a régime of rigid 
economy ; she must increase her prodaction 
vastly in all her fields of output; she 
must apply science and organisation to 
every department of industry. If she is 
to do all these things, she must change 
many of her ancient habits,’ resign herself 
to many sacrifices, and discard many pre- 
judices and restrictions which have 
acquired the dignity of tradition. She 
will not succeed unless she is able to 
inspire all her sons with the same “will 
to victory” in peace which defeated Ger- 
many in war. To the new task, as to the 
old, they must bring one equal temper of 
heroic hearts. 

The first test of the country’s ability 
and intention to reap the fruits of victory 
is instant, and cannot be evaded. It 1s 
as critical for our industrial future 
as was the Battle of the Marne for our 
fortunes in the war. At this moment, 
when a swift revival of trade is vital, a 
small, but highly organised, minority has 
declared, in effect, that there shall be no 
revival. The leaders of the Miners’ 
Federation have paralysed the coal indus- 
try, and that paralysis is affecting the 
whole body of the State. The price of coal 
will be increased to-day by six shillings A 
ton. If that increase is maintained at

The National Relief Fund. 


The Committee of the’ National Relief | 


Fund is in a difficulty. Having met all 
the legitimate claims made upon it, it finds 
itself with a sum of £2,500,000 in hands. 
How will it dispose of that amount? 
The Committee insists—very properly, we 
think—that the money must be adminis- 
tered in a¢cordance.with the promise given 
to subscribers that it shall be used soleiy 
for the relief of “ distress due to the war.” 
Two admirable ideas are under considera- 
tion. The first. is that grauts shall be 
made to assist ex-Service men and women 
and other people who have suffered direct 
loss through the war, and are anxious to 
emigrate to the Dominions. The proposal 
is not that emigration shall be en- 
couraged by aid from the fund, but that 
people who have made up their minds to 
emigrate, with or without help, shall go 
to the Dominions under conditions which 
will give them a chance of making a fair 
start in their new surroundings. The 
second proposal is that the fund shall be 
used in co-operation with the Ministry of 
Labour to help in providing training for 
women who entered employment for the 
first time during the war, and whose 
family circumstances require that they 
shall continue to earn their own living. 
Thousands of deserving persons are in 
this case. The Ministry of Labour 
considered theiy position many months 
ago, and a training scheme is about to be 
started. In common with all Government 
schemes, however, it will have this defect— 
that it cannot provide an adequate sub- 
sistence allowance for every woman who

London had the ár NM day in Sey mg 
yesterday, and thoroughly enjoyed it. e 
crowds drawn to Central Union were 
immetise, far exceeding anything seen at 
the time of the Coronations or Jubilees, 
and it is pleasant to record that the 


behaviour of the ~people was magnificent. 


In one or two places on the line of route 
the police were unable to keép the crowd 
from pressing on the lane left for the pro- 
cession, The people themselves rose to the 


occasion, and, joining hands, slowly pushed 


back the crowd pressing upon them. The 
enthusiasm was whole-hearted, and the 
cheering almost continuous and thoroughly 
spontaneous. The warmth of the greetings 
given to Marshals Haig and Foch, General 
Pershing, and Sir David Beatty was 
thrilling in the extreme, Marshal Foch 
and Sir Douglas Haig both appeared to ve 
deeply moved by their reception, but the 


other two seemed to be quite unconcerned. 


If the conduct of the vast crowd was 
beyond reproach, no less can be said for 
the men in the procession. Every man 


seemed to be conscious of the magnitude 
of the occasion, and there was no ex- 


change of greetings with the would-be 
humorous on the footpath, The men 
marched with dignity and a full sense of 
decorum, making a great impression on 
the sight-seers. Possibly this feeling of 
importance reached its height as the pro- 
cession approached the loyal pavilion, 
for, as they drew near, every man and 
woman seemed to draw themselves up and 
step out in the best manner possible.
